In 
the closing years of the me ren century’ 
mails and passengers had to be embarked and 
disembarked at Holyhead and Dublin by 
means “of small wherries. ~ The: creek at 
Holyhead, known as the “old harbour,” 
dried at every ebb, and the sailing packets 
anchored there outside Parry’s Island, and in 
Dublin the packet . moorings were: near 
Ringsend. There was great difficulty at that 
/ period, not only as to the communications by 
road on both sides of the Channel, but con- 


cerning the harbours and the packet. 


THE MAIL-COACH DAYS. 


In Dublin the condition of the Liffey and 
its approaches was such that the maintenance 
of communication between the city and the 
sea was almost despaired of, and alternatives 
were earnestly discussed. In 1805 an Act: of 
Parliament was passed authorising the expen- 
diture of £10,000 at Howth ‘“‘te make it a

The road from London to 

-covered by mail coaches, to which accidents 
appeared to be fairly frequent. At all events, 
for the twelve months ending March, 1810, 
ten accidents to mail coaches were repo 
between Shewsbury and Holyhead, while. in.
